r doméstic policy, the Constitution 
tte aj guide ; — in questions of doubt, 
I shall look for its interpretation to the judi- 
cial decisions of that tribunal, which was es- 
tablished Jo expound it, and to the usage of 
the Government, sanctioned by the acquies- 


cence of the country. I regard all its pro- 


visions as equally binding. In all its parts 
it is the will of the people, expressed in the 
most solemn form, and the constituted. au- 
thorities are but agents to carry that will in- 
to effect. Every power which it has grant- 
ed is to be exercised for the public good; 
but no pretence of utility, no honest convic- 
tion, even of what might be expedient, can 
justify the assumption of any power not 
granted. 
The Constitution has made it the duty of 
the President to take care that the laws be 
faithfully executed. Ina government like 
ours, in which all laws are passed by a ma- 
jority of the representatives of the E 
and these representatives are chosen for such 
short periods, that any injurious or obnoxi- 
ous law can very soon be repealed, it would 
appear unlikely that any great numbers 
should be found ready to resist the execu- 
tion of laws. But it must be borne in mind 
that the country is extensive, that there may 
be local interests or prejudices rendering 4 
law odious in one part, which is not so in 
another, and that the thoughtless and incon- 
siderate, misled by their passions, or their 
imaginations, may be induced madly to re- 
sist such Jaws as they disapprove. Such 
persons should recollect that, without law, 
there can be no real 3 liberty; that. 
when law is trampled under foot, tyranny 
rules, whether it appears in the form of a 
military despotism or of popular violence. 
The law is the only sure protection of the 
weak, and the only efficient restraint upon 
the strony. When impartially and faithtul- 
. ly administered, none are beneath its protec- 
tion, and none above its control. 


The appointing power is one of the most 
delicate with which the Executive is invested. 

I regard it as a sacred trust, to be exercised 
with the sole view of advancing the prosper- 
ity and happiness of the people. It shall be 
my effort to elevate the standard of ‘official 
employment, by selecting for places of im- 
portance, individuals fitted for the posts to 
which they are assigned, by their known in-
